How Charitable rusts 
Stabilize Giving and 
Help the United Fund 


HE success of the United Fund of Greater St. Louis 
in attaining its goal is of the utmost importance to the 
community. Support of the United Fund campaign is rec- 
ognition of community responsibility to the indigent, the 
handicapped, and other unfortunate citizens in the com- 
munity. The campaign is now in progress—give generously. 
Support of the United Fund is everyone’s job. The busi- 
ness community carries most of the burden, but it cannot 
do the job alone. If the campaign is to reach its goal, it is 
necessary for everyone to support it — labor, white-collar 
workers, and the housewife, as well as business and pro- 
fessional men. 

Businessmen recognize an obligation to support the 
United Fund, educational institutions and other worthy 
causes, not only in prosperous years, but also in bad years. 
They are aware that much of the burden falls on them— 
upon corporations and businessmen. They realize that their 
ability to give is greatest in prosperous years and may be 
the least when the need is greatest. 

Therefore many corporations and some individuals have 
found it desirable to establish charitable trusts and in pros- 
perous years to put into’such trusts the maximum amounts 
that are deductible for income tax purposes as charitable 
gifts. Disbursements can be made from the trust to cover 
current gifts to specific charities, educational institutions, 
etc., and the balance held for future disbursement. If maxi- 
mum contributions are made in prosperous years the cor- 


poration or individual making donations to the trust gets 
an immediate income tax deduction for the entire amount 
contributed and does not have to wait until all contri- 
butions to the trust are disbursed to individual charities. 
Then if bad years follow, these trusts may be used to main- 
tain donations at the customary level. 

Making maximum donations to a charitable trust in 
prosperous years will permit a corporation, at no additional 
cost to stockholders, to give more generously to charity 
over the years than it could without the use of such a trust. 
It can give more at no increase in cost because it can con- 
centrate its tax-deductible contributions in high-tax and 
high-profit years, Gifts to a bona fide charitable trust are 
deductible as charitable contributions for income tax pur- 
poses. The income from such a trust is tax-free. To obtain 
the tax deductions the trust must be irrevocable and the 
funds contributed may be used only for bona fide chari- 
able purposes. 

The creation of charitable trusts by corporations and, 
individuals is important from the community standpoint. 
It tends to increase and stabilize giving and to keep the 
level of corporate and individual contributions from de- 
clining in the event that their ability to give declines at the 
very time when the need may be greatest. In a word, it is 
prudent, advance planning for possible “rainy days” to 
come,

Upon returning from my visit to 
Cuba, I have been discussing what 
I experienced with many Ameri- 
cans. Often the reaction I encoun- 
tered was that Cuba is on the side 
of Communism and thus there is 
nothing further to discuss. 


Certainly it is undeniable that 
Cuba is aligned with Russia. But 
this is precisely why we should 
be interested in the developments 
that brought about this situation. 


How and why did a friendly peo- 
ple engaged in a popular revolution 
concerned with raising their living 
standards become the enemies. of 
the United States? Certainly one 
trip to Cuba has not made me an 
authority on this subject. But what 
it did accomplish was to make me 
an interested party. 


Thus what I am trying to share 
with others is the philosophy that 
the situation can not be viewed 
in terms of the following simple 
orientation that we Americans now 
hold—‘‘Communism’s allies are bad 
(Cuba) and America is good.” 

I am convinced that, if we do 
not learn from the events that 
shaped the Cuban revolution, Cuba 
will not be an isolated instance. 
We all know of the heroism of the 
Hungarian freedom fighters, but 
are we equally aware of the fact 
that almost a third of Cuban land 
was owned or controlled by sugar 
interests and these interests (large- 
ly American) were highly concen- 
trated in a few hands? Consequent- 
ly, cane cutters were being paid at 
the rate of 25 to 60 cents a day. 


It is obvious that unless we over- 
come our smugness and realize 
that Latin America particularly is 
seething with social unrest, we will 
be unable to offer any effective 
leadership in opposing the spread 
of the foes of America.

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Fares Going Up—Again 

The thirteenth postwar fare rise that Pub- 
lic Service Co. now seeks to impose on its 
steadily shrinking pool of patrons is a timely 
and emphatic reminder that public owner- 
ship or public subsidy is inevitable in the 
jong run. We hope that the Aldermen, now 
debating public ownership, face up to the 
realities of conditions in the transit business 
here and act on them, rather than contenting 
themselves with mere statements of opposi- 
tion to the fare increase. 

As transit fares rise, riding drops off, in- 
come declines, service is “tailored” to the 
decline in riding, additional riders are driven 
to the private automobile, income drops 
again—and the company then rushes to the 
Public Service Commission with a new and 
higher fare schedule. This has been the un- 
happy cycle in which the transit business has 
whirled since the end of World War II. The 
present fare proposal merely brings it full 
turn. 

While we hope the city will make a careful 
examination of the company’s new fare 
schedule and especially of the evidence it 
presents in justification, the facts seem to 
suggest that the company needs some relief. 
The question is whether it should be as much 
as $1,750,000 a year. Net income for the 
first six months of this year as compared to 
a year ago has been cut almost in half, largely 
as a result of a 4 per cent decline in passen- 
ger revenues brought about by decline in 
riding of 5 or 6 per cent. 

How can the decline in transit riding be 
halted and the tide reversed? It may be that 
nothing short of a major depression would 
persuade people in any great numbers to 
abandon their private cars for the bus. Set- 
ting aside that possibility, the only hope is to 
improve transit service by speeding it up 
and offering it at more frequent intervals. 
This costs money that Public Service Co., 
burdened as it is by the tax demands of local, 
state and federal governments and the profit 
requirement, does not have to spend. 

In the first six months of this year, for 
example, Public Service Co. laid out in taxes 
six times as much money as it had available 
for dividends to stockholders. Taxes .and 
potential profit amounted to about 15 per 
cent of its operating expenses. If the firm 
were publicly owned, not only would a fare 
increase not be necessary; funds would be 
available to make significant improvements 
in service. 

Transit is an essential facility in this metro- 
politan area. If a private transit firm like 
Public Service Co. can effectively meet this 
need at reasonable prices, the public interest 
is satisfied. When it cannot, the private firm 
will have to be subsidized from the public 
treasury or local government will have to 
take over the handling of this essential serv- 
ice. That is the situation in St. Louis today. 
The Aldermen must either face up to it or 
accept this fare rise and get ready for the 

next. 


Gamblers Anonymous 

Two Virginia businessmen, formerly com- 
pulsive gamblers, have beaten what they call 
the “drug” and have set up an embryonic 
organization to help others with a similar 
affinity for betting. An inordinate desire to 
gamble can be a disease like alcoholism, and 
one that is sometimes as destructive of per- 
sonality and family life. The hope of getting 
something for nothing is well entrenched, 
however, and we doubt whether cure is pos- 
sible in all cases. But there is a field for 
service here and we wish Gamblers Anony- 
mous well. 


India’s Critical Need 


The key to satisfying India’s need for cap- 
ital may be a revolution in the attitude of 
actual and potential lending nations in Eu- 
rope. This is a view that developed at the 
recent six-nation “Aid-to-India Club” meeting 
in Paris. It illustrates the nature of the 
Indian problem, for such a revolution cannot 
be brought about overnight. The United 
States should do what it can to speed its 
accomplishment. 

At the meeting B. K. Nehru, India’s Com- 
missioner General for Economic Affairs, 
acknowledged that there is not in existence 
today a national or international institution 
able to meet:the demands of the third five- 
year plan starting next spring. The demands 
involve nearly five billion dollars in “soft” 
loans, those repayable in local currency or 
those with very long terms and low interest 
rates. United States agencies can meet only 
part of the demands. 

European countries have in some cases 
been making “hard” loans in Asia, but India 
cannot absorb any more loans of this nature. 
Britain, France and West Germany, for ex: 
ample, have done virtually nothing in the 
way of soft loans or grants. The concept is 
so alien in Europe that a major selling job 
will be necessary if any headway is to be 
made, 

And yet the free world must somehow find 
a way to finance the third plan if India is to 
be capable of self-sustaining growth. Na- 
tional income is estimated to have increased 
by 42 per cent in the first and second five- 
year plans; the hope is to bring it to a total 
increase of 80 per cent for the 15 years’ 1951 
to 1966. The Indians have done an amazing 
job so far and every effort must be made to 
help them. 


The New Laocoon 

It may be in the interest of art, or his- 
torical accuracy, or whatever, but we regret 
to read that the Laocoon group in the Vatican 
museum has been restored to an earlier state. 
Restored is hardly the word, however. The 
central figure’s upraised right arm, straining 
in the coils of the serpent, has been removed 
and replaced with a handless arm bent at the 
elbow. One of the minor figures has lost a 
right arm, another the right hand and wrist. 

No accident befell the Laocoon, one of the 
most famous statuary groups in the world. 
Museum officials simply stripped the marble 
sculpture of additions made by craftsmen, 
including Michelangelo, over the centuries. 
It now consists of all that remains of the 
original fashioned by three sculptors of 
Rhodes in the first century B.C. 

The restoration follows a modern theory 
of museum curators that it is better to have 
a mutilated original than a restoration in 
which the additions have been imagined by 
artists of later times. But what will happen 
to the many plaster casts of the Laocoon 
group, familiar to every schoolboy! Must 
they be replaced? We hope not, for even 
though it is not authentic, Michelangelo's fine 


right arm imparted a theatrical grandeur te 
the group that is sadly lacking in the Vatican 
remains. Schoolboys of another generation 
can admire the present Vatican version; we 
like the one we grew up with. 


YES to Illinois College Bonds 


Illinois voters will get their second chance 
on Nov. 8 to prepare for the coming crisis in 
higher education in the state. They will be 
asked to approve a $195,000,000 bond issue 
to finance necessary new buildings and other 
capital improvements at the six state 
universities. 

That is a lot of money, but it will have to 
be raised if educational opportunities at the 
university level are not to be restricted. The 
existing plant is clearly incapable of coping 
with demands that will be made on it in the 
next several years. By 1969, for instance, en- 
rollments in all of the state colleges are ex- 
pected to jump from the present 185,000 stu- 
dents to 300,000—provided that the people 
vote the funds for the new facilities required 
to accommodate this flood of young people 
from the high schools. | 

Arguments against the proposal are unim- 
pressive. For example, one group admits the 
need for the buildings but holds that it is 
unsound to go into debt and that the facilities 
should be built out of current funds to avoid 
interest. But financing large capital expend- 
itures out of future tax revenues through 
a bond issue is entirely sound and proper. It 
involves the same principle as purchasing an 
automobile in 36 months, say, or a home over 
20 years. It is the only practical way large 
expenditures can be handled. 

It also is argued in some quarters that clos- 
ing loopholes in the state sales tax law would 
provide revenues for pay-as-you-go building 
construction, and that if a bond issue is passed 
the Legislature will be under no pressure to 
tighten tax collections. The answer to this 
is that the legislators refused to close the 
loopholes in the last session, and there is no 
assurance they would do it next session. Mean- 
time the needs of the universities would go 
unmet. 

Judging by the vote on this issue in 1958 a 
majority of Illinois voters favor doing what 
has to be done. The bond issue failed then, 
even though it received 185,515 more Yes 
than No votes, because of the peculiar rules 
governing state bond issues under the Illinois 
Constitution of 1870. That document requires 
that state bond issues must obtain a majority 
of the votes cast for members of the Gen- 
eral Assembly; a voter who does not mark 
the ballot on the universities bond issue in 
effect is voting against it. 

We are certain Illinois voters realize the 
full worth of a college education for their 
children. If they want to make sure that 
college opportunities in the state will keep 
pace with demands of a rapidly growing pop- 
ulation, they will vote YES on the bond issue.

First of a Great Fleet? 

The whole world has a stake in the voyage 
of the Hope, now on its way from San Fran- 
cisco to Indonesia and South Vietnam where 
the American medical personnel on board 
will help train badly needed doctors and 
nurses in these two countries. Taken out of 
the Navy’s mothball fleet, the 258-bed medical 
ship has received $3,800,000 in supplies and 
cash for a year’s stay. Its staff includes 100 
volunteer doctors on a rotating basis, 24 
nurses and 30 auxiliary personnel in addition 
to a crew of 125. The fund-raising campaign, 
still in progress, deserves every success, With 
sufficient funds, the Hope could be the first 
of a great white fleet of mercy ships, going 
to all the many ports where they now are 
needed to alleviate the suffering resulting 
from malnutrition, illness and accident. 


Up to the County’s Judges 


County Sheriff Litzinger’s refusal to fire 
his jailer, Warden Ross Henson, as recom- 
mended by the May term grand jury, puts 
the matter up to the county's eight circuit 
judges. Do they believe the jury’s report 
that Henson mistreated prisoners? If so, 
what are they going to do about it? True, 
Sheriff Litzinger will be out of office in an- 
other three months (and none too soon), and 
with him will go Warden Henson, a patronage 
employe. 

But what about the protection of county 
prisoners in the meantime? Jn a recent note 
to the grand jurors the Sheriff showed he 
regards potential prisoners such as accused 
rapists, for instance, as “savages” and “ani- 
mals” who need “elimination, not rehabilita- 
tion.” If that is his policy, then it has to be 
Warden Henson’s. The question for the judges 
is whether that is a proper approach for an 
official whose charges consist in part of men 
who have been accused of crimes but who 
are awaiting trial and remain to be proved 


guilty. Whatever happened to the presump- 
tion of innocence? 


Best Chance for Good Results 


If anything constructive is to come out of 
the three investigations now going on of the 
two governmental code clerks who defected 
to Soviet Russia, the best bet is that the 


House Armed Services subcommittee will 
turn it up. 


If. anything other than political hay and 
baseless alarums comes from the House Un- 
American Activities Committee, it will be 
surprising. As for the Pentagon’s inquiry, it 
is sufficient to point out that this is in the 
hands of Lt. Gen. Joseph F. Carroll of the 
Air Force who last year did the whitewash 
job on black market operations of military 
personnel at Izmir, Turkey. 


The House Armed Servéces subcommittee 
Says it has been assured that the secrecy of 
governmental codes and ciphers “was in no 
way endangered” as a result of the defection. 
As the two clerks were simply research math- 
ematicians, it seems probable their knowl- 
edge was quite limited. Even the function of 
the National Security Agency is limited. It is 
not an intelligence gathering organization 
but one devoted to the art of coded messages 
and their transmission. Questions do arise as 
to how well these two men were screened 
and as to whether other top secret clearances 
for more important posts may have been 
bungled. President Eisenhower commented 
that there was need for an examination of 
the Government's entire security machinery 
and Senator Mansfield says there is a strong 
possibility that “repairs” are needed. 

Out of a thorough and objective investiga- 
tion without witch-hunting could come better 
means of evaluating personnel for security 
clearance,

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Nixon Splits With Eisenhower 
On Schools, Has Broad Aid Plan

WASHINGTON, Sept. 26—Vice 
President Richard M. Nixon set 
forth today a broad program of 
federal aid to education de- 
signed to alleviate the class- 
room shortage and enable local 
districts to raise teachers’ sal- 
aties while avoiding federal con- 
trol of education policies. 

In a break with the Eisenhower 
Administration, the Republican 
presidential nominee proposed 
that’ the Federal Government 
make funds available to help pay 
off debts incurred by local school 
districts for schools already built, 
as well as new construction. 

Nixon also went beyond the 


administration position to recom-. 


mend low-interest federal loans 
and matching grants to colleges 
and universities for construction 
of academic facilities such as 
classrooms, laboratories and li- 
braries. This type of federal aid | 
is now limited to dormitories. 

Nixon’s ideas for ‘‘a national 
program in support of education” 
were outlined in the third of a 
series of position papers giving 
his views on major domestic and 
intérnational problems. Earlier 
statements dealt with Commu- 
nism and science.

All in the Vice President’s car 
were scratched or cut. No hos- 
pital attention seemed necessary, 
however, and the road ahead 
was clear, so the Nixons went to 
the embassy residence atop a 
steep, easily defensible hill in 
the city’s exclusive Las Lomas 
section. 

At 6:05 p.m. the Pentagon 
announced Marine and paratroop 
activities. A communique stated: 
“The movement is being under- 
taken so these troops will be in 
a position to co-operate with the 
Venezuelan government if assist- 
ance is requested: This is purely 
a precautionary measure, and 
there is no indication that such 
assistance will be required.” 


AT THE REQUEST of Vene- 
zuelan authorities, Nixon and 
Ambassador Sparks then issued 
a joint statement declaring their 
faith in the Venezuelan govern- 
ment’s power to maintain law 
and order without outside help 
and pointing out that the mili- 
tary action announced from 
Washington was nothing more 
than a movement of troops be- 
tween American bases. 

The statement added that 
America had no intention of 
sending those troops to Caracas 
unless the Venezuelan govern- 
ment requested it—which Vene- 
zuela was not expected to do.

I WATCHED the opening stanza of ‘National Velvet’ 
with-my 11-year-old daughter which is the only way to watch 
it since it is she that it’s aimed at. She thought it was 
absdlutely wonderful so naturally I did, too. I also thought it 
rather wonderful that NBC is putting something on the air 
aimed at ll-year-old girls.

Tt’s the aim of all 11-year-old girls—and 12- and 13- and 
14-yéar-old girls—to own a horse. That is the plot of the first 
‘episode. The girl dreams of getting a horse, and by George,

Heroine of ‘National 
Velvet” is Lori Martin, a 13-year-old girl who is following in 
the.@ibstantial footsteps of Elizabeth Taylor, who played 
that part in the Twelfth century. She’s a cool one, all right, 
a fine little actress and a great little lady. 


She’s surrounded by a very real family—a gruff, 
kindly laconic father, a very real and thoroughly 
Sticky teen-age sister, a little brat baby brother, 
and a very nice mother. Then there’s Mi Taylor, the 
unfrocked jockey who adds warmth and charm. But 
what I like about a show like this is that it propagates 
decency and decorum.

I think after your child has seen 
it-she (or he) will go to bed a little better rather than

Ts Ernie Broglio 


THE SEASON’S CHANGE and we must go along with 
them, willing or not. I am not willing because I do not know 
who will be Ernie Broglio’s winter replacement on television. 
Mr. Broglio, live and unrehearsed, has been the finest actor 
on summer television and 
the change of season will 
take him away from the 
scene of his triumphs. In 
his place we will get foot- 
ball players. 

Football players are live 
and unrehearsed on tele- 
vision, too, but they knock 
down one another so quick- 
ly there is no opportunity 
to appraise their stand-up 
talents, if any, as actors. 
Mr. Broglio is a baseball 
pitcher for the Cardinals 
and in his line of work a 
man always is on his feet, 
strutting about-the stage in 
public view. Football is 
quick to bury its stars at 
the bottom of a heap, un- 
der the supporting actors. 

I have seen Maurice 
Evans on stage, waving his 
arms to direct a heavy traffic in the slings and arrows of 
outrageous fortune, and I have watched Mr. Broglio jumping 
around a pitcher’s mound on the same mission,

I will not judge one of them better at it than 
the other. Mr. Broglio has had a remarkable year 
playing baseball, he is a 20-game winner, and Mr. 
Evans has had a remarkable career playing Shake- 
speare. I believe they both are method actors but each 
man’s method is his own and original. 


Broglio’s actions are quick. James Leonard Toomey, the 
Cardinals’ chief drama critic and public relations man, says 
the base of Mr. Broglio’s art is that “he’s in a sweat when 
nobody else on the field is.” 

The sweat of Mr. Broglio’s brow is sponged away with a 
sweep of his left arm, and then a sweep of the right arm to 
get the left-over tributaries of the main stream of perspiration. 
Then he fiddles with his cap like a fussy old maid adjusting the 
lid on a teakettle that’s really too hot to handle. He stares off 
into space, enjoying visions denied ordinary mortals. Then 
he throws a baseball again, just filling in the awkward pause 
between fidgets. He’s all joints and most of them are moving 
together, but in different directions. 

His movements are about what I would expect of a hum- 
mingbird wearing its shorts too tight. Both Mr. Broglio and 
the hummingbird know what they’re doing and why, but 
nobody else does. The birdwatchers and the Broglio watchers 
only know it’s a good show and more than the price of 
admission guaranteed. 

When I watch Broglio I realize the great tragedy of 
television is that is could not be a contemporary of Satchel 
Paige. Television entered too late to catch him. Paige could 
have charmed John Crosby. 


Satchel had everything television neeas, when he 
pitched. He had a shuffle that shouted, “I’m thinking, 
don’t disturb me,” when he retreated to the mound 
after a batter made a hit. He had mannerisms and 
methods and peculiarities and ways to up-stage both 
teams and mortally wound the theatrical pride of 
thosé truly great hams, the umpires. 


Satchel’s best performance was the mound conference. 
He would look at the dugout and his eyes beckoned forth 
his manager, Marty Marion. Satchel grasped the baseball to 
his chest, walked around, returned to gaze earnestly at 
Marion, walked away again still pressing the baseball to his 
bosom, bent forward and then returned to Marion, smiling 
pleasantly. Marion would smile at the end of the performance 
and return to the dugout. Satch had been stalling for time, 
but why? 

‘Why, to work up a burp, of course,” said Mr. Marion. 
*Isn’t it a wonderful show?’ 

Yes, it was. I’ll think of Satchel, and of Broglio, too, 
while the football players are bowling themselves over the 
green.

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When the Russians Invaded California 


Czar’s Commander Dreamed of a Vast Province Ruled from Moscow and Worked by Chinese Labor 
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Fort Rossiya, or Fort Ross, was ‘established ie the Reinlone as a California coastal base to supply their Alaskan settlements with food and to serve as hood 
quarters for fur-trapping expeditions. 


Because of a sea otter, the 
Russians prowled far from 
home in 1806 to establish 
posts—and later a 
California, They 
were there 86 years. In the 
end it was the extinction of 
the same otter. that killed 
their dreams of making Cali- 
fornia part of the Russian 
Empire. The Americans 
weren't a bit appalled at the 
“invasion.” Yankee skippers 
provided ships for the catches, 
and all was smooth sailing 
until the animals were killed 
off. This bit of history is told 
by a teacher at the Univer- 
sity of California and free- 
lance writer. This is from 
“The Best From American 
Heritage.”

ON THE SWELL of the morn- 
ing tide, with all sails full, the 
Juno ran before the wind into 
San Francisco Bay. As the ship 
approached the Golden Gate, 
Fort San Joaquin was sighted. 
A soldier from the fort hailed 
her in Spanish: ‘‘What ship is 
that?”” For nearly half a cen- 
tury the Californians had been 
expecting’ the reply that now, 
on April 6, 1806, they heard for 
the-first time: ‘‘Russian.”’ 

Appearance: of the Juno cul- 
minated 200 years of Russian 
expansion from the Urals to the 
coasts of North America. Early 
in the sixteenth century, Cos- 
sack adventurers in search of 
sable and other furs swept 
across Siberia with a speed— 
and cruelty—unparalleled in the 
history of European conquest. 

In 1741 an expedition finally 
landed in North America. There 
the Russians soon made what 
was probably the ‘greatest fur 
strike of all time, an almost in- 
credible harvest of seal, blue 
fox, and sea otter pelts, which 
were marketed in China at ex- 
traordinary profit. 

The long, relatively uneventful 
era of Hispanic supremacy in 
the Pacific was coming to an 
end. 

A vigorous official was sent 
to New Spain, and in 1769 
launched five ‘sacred expedi- 
tions’”’ to establish Spanish set- 
tlements in California at last. 
The following spring a fort was 
erected at Monterey ‘‘to defend 
us from the atrocities of the 
Russians, who ,were about to 
invade us.” 

The growing number of for- 
eign vessels in the region in- 
creased Spain’s suspicions. 
Measures were taken to seal 


trading 
colony —in 


California from the rest of the , 


world. Trade was forbidden. But 
audacious Yankees poached 
furs, openly defying the Spani- 
ards, who lacked ships. 

In the meantime the Russians 
were consolidating their own 
position. A station was set up 
on the island of Kodiak in 1784; 
and in 1799 headquarters was 
established at Sitka for the Rus- 
sian-American Co. Now the 
young Alexander I was Czar, a 
liberal ruler of the Western type 
surrounded by ministers with 
the same views—ambitious plans 
for Russia. One was the Czar’s 
chamberlain, Nikolai Petrovich 
Rezanov, who now stood on the 
deck of the Juno. 

Rezanov was a self-made man 
whose future was closely bound 
to the fate of Russian America. 
At Sitka, he was shocked to find 
the colony on the verge of star- 
vation. The Russians faced by 

chronic shortage of ships, had 
the utmost difficulty in main- 
taining their supply lines. 

To make matters worse, fur- 


trading had declined seriously 
after half a century of ruthless 
extermination. The remaining 
sea otter were moving south- 
ward, and there were no ships 
to chase them. 

Astutely Rezanov decided that 
the survival of Russian America 
depended on the establishment 
of a new colony to the south. A 
Yankee vessel provided the an- 
swer, Rezanov bought the well- 
stocked Juno from its skipper, 
distributed foodstuffs to allay 
the famine, and set sail for San 
Francisco. 

To the party’s relief, they 
found that orders had been re- 
ceived from Madrid “‘to render 
all necessary assistance’ to 
Rezanov if he visited California. 

The Spanish were gracious, 
but their orders were clear: no 
trade whatever. 


Rezanov was particularly 
taken by the loveliness of the 
commandant’s daughter, Dona 
Concepcion Arguello. As time 
passed and his negotiations re- 
mained unsuccessful, he 
formed “a plan very differ- 
ent” from the original scheme 
for the establishment of com- 
mercial relations. . . He con- 
ceived the idea that through a 
marriage with the daughter of 
the Commandant, ‘“a_ close 
bond ‘would be formed for 
future business intercourse be- 
tween the Russian-American 
Co. and the province of Nueva 
Californja.”’ 

Whatever the depth of Re 
zanov’s feelings, Dona Con- 
cepcion (Concha) fell deeply 
in love with him. He proposed, 
and was accepted. 


Her parents were dumfounded. 
They* sought the advice of the 
padres, who finally decided to 
refer the matter to Rome. Re- 
zanov, too, was not a free agent. 
He needed permission from the 
Czar. He was compelled to be 
satisfied with a written agree- 
ment of betrothal, subject to ap- 
proval by the Pope. 

Thereafter Rezanov became 
virtually a member of the Ar- 
guello family. Despite the pro- 
hibition on trade, the hold of the 
Juno was filled with food for 
Sitka in return for her much- 
needed cargo of excellent New 
England cloth and other goods. 
But no permanent trading agree- 
ment was granted. Much might 
happen before Rezanov would 
return to California. First he 
must proceed to St. Petersburg; 
then, if the Czar were willing, he 
would come back to San Fran- 
cisco via Madrid and Mexico. 
Concha was willing to wait. 


During the voyage north 
Rezanov set down his thoughts 
in an official report. He fore- 
saw the day when “all this 
country could be made a cor- 
poral part of the Russian Em- 
pire’; an immense province 
devoted to agriculture and 
cattle-raising, and worked by 
Chinese labor—Rezanov seems 
to have been the first to hit 
upon the idea of importing 
coolies from Canton. 


After a brief stop at Sitka, 
Rezanov sailed to Kamchatka 
and set out across the Siberian 
wastes. Although suffering from 
a fever, he pushed on. On a 
wind-swept steppe he fell from 
his horse, suffered a brain con- 
cussion, and died on March 1], 
1807. 

Concha survived him by 50 
years and lived to see California 
pass from Spanish and Mexican 
to American rule. She never 
married. 
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Opening lead — queen of

He ruffed the spade lead in 
dummy and played a heart to 
the ace. In order to eliminate 
spades and prepare for a throw- 
in, he led the ace of. spades. 

But he now made the key 
play of trumping the ace in 
dummy. Had Bowie discarded 
a club or a diamond from dum- 
my, he would have gone down. 
Whichever suit he discarded 
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NIKOLAI PETROVICH REZANOY 


Rezanov’s report reached the 
Czar, who seriously considered 
its proposals; but he was too 
deeply engaged in the Napole- 
onic Wars to undertake so 
sweeping a program. But at 
Sitka, Commandant Alexander 
Baranov, was bent on carrying 
out Rezanov’s plans with the 
slender means at his disposal. 

To advance as quickly as pos- 
sible, Baranov depended on the 
assistance of his friends the 
Americans, who even before 
Rezanov’s visit helped the Rus- 
sians poach furs along the Cali- 
fornia coast. The partnership ad- 
mirably suited the needs of both 
parties. The Russians had no 
seaworthy vessels, and the New 
Englanders lacked the skill and 
equipment to take pelts. For this 
purpose the Aleuts, whom the 
Russians ruled absolutely, were 
incomparable. On their first joint 
operation, they had caught 1100 
otters. 

Baranov, who finally had re- 
ceived two ships from Russia, 
decided the time was ripe to 
dispatch expeditionary forces. 
One ship was wrecked, but the 
Kodiak arrived safely at Bode- 
ga, 50 miles above San Francis- 
co, which had been chosen as a 
base. 

Forty Russians and 150 Aleuts 
brought the Czar’s flag. ashore, 
and stayed eight months. The 
party was led by Ivan Kuskov, 
who for years had been Bara- 
nov’s trusted assistant. 

On this preliminary visit to 
Bodega, which he named Fort 
Rumiantsev, Kuskev erected a 
few temporary buildings and 
sent his hunters into the forbid- 
den waters of San Francisco 
Bay. Sporadic Spanish resist- 
ance never deterred the poach- 
ers. The Kodiak stayed five 
months and left with 2000 skins. 

Eighteen months later, Kuskov 
was back on a new ship to make 
extensive preparations for the 
founding of a permanent settle- 
ment the following year. The 
Russians were acting slowly, but 
with considerable thoroughness 
and skill. 

Thus far open warfare had 
been avoided, but relations with 
the Spaniards grew tense. Kus- 
kov decided that Bodega was 
too exposed, and discovered a 
safe cove 30 miles away. For

in California to construct a fort 
—Rossiya, usually called Fort 
Ross. 

The colonists endured their 
first winter in California with 
great hardship, because the 
Spaniards refused to provide 
them with food in exchange for 
cloth and iron. But in 1813 the 
authorities relented. 

Russia emerged from the Na- 
poleonic Wars as one of the 
great victors. One sign of re- 
vived power was the arrival of 
the brig Rurik in San Francisco 
on Oct. 2, 1816. Its commander 
behaved with singular hauteur. 

Then the Spanish governor ar- 
rived, and demanded the imme- 
diate abandonment of Ross. Sud- 
denly the Russian became ami- 
able, and the governor agreed to 
refrain from violence against the 
intruders until the Czar ordered 
them to leave. 

Of most immediate importance 
was the approaching extinction 
of the sea otter. The catches had 
fallen off so alarmingly that the 
Czar issued a ukase that. barred 
foreign vessels from the coast 
north of San Francisco. 


Meanwhile the United States 
had become aroused. To the 
American people Alexander 


ALEXANDER BARANOV 


was the incarnation of politi- 
cal evil. Russian provocation 
is frequently overlooked as 
one of the main reasons for 
the Monroe Doctrine, which 
made it clear that Russia 
could contemplate no farther 
expansion without the risk of 
battle with the American fleet. 
Thus ended the grandiose plans 
of Rezanov and Alexander, of 
Baranov and Kuskov. Fhe im- 
pulse toward colonization failed 
to survive them, 


One hope remained for the sal- 
vation of the colony. Mexico was 
eager to obtain Russian recogni- 
tion — eager enough to consid- 
er making a eession of land in 
return. The governor of Alaska 
hoped he could thus obtain the 
lands of the missions at Sonoma 
and San Rafael, and perhaps the 
entire territory north of the Gold- 
en Gate; but negotiations were 
fruitless, 


Ross was doomed. The stock- 
holders of the Russian-American 
Co. asked to be relieved of the 
burden of maintaining the colo- 
my, and on April 15, 1839, the 
Czar approved the decision to 
withdraw.

Overweight C Yer eens 


WHAT ABOUT “REDUCING PILLS” for children? To 
remove all doubt, it is my firm opinion that a young child 
should not be given them. 


I have in mind a letter concerning a boy of 4, clearly 
overweight, who has shed some pounds by taking such medi- 
cation, but note this excerpt: ‘‘He became very tired by 4 
o’clock, which is very unusual for him, and he cried easily.” 


Naturally, What else could be expected, when 
the little fellow’s system is being over-stimulated? It 
may not always be easy to control a youngster’s weight 
by diet—but it can be done. 


With proper feeding of low-calorie foods, a child of 4 can 
be led gradually and safely toward normal weight, and to- 
ward normal eating habits that will be good for him aill his 
life. 


ANOTHER LETTER is about a girl of 14 who is “5 feet 
3 and weighs 175 pounds. She has always been rather heavy. 
The doctor doesn’t think she has any glandular disturbance. 
She has very little interest in life—a very difficult child to 
understand in every way.” 


Again I say, “‘Of course.’ At 175 pounds, she’s ‘‘the fat 
girl’ to all her friends and playmates. Off to a wrong start 
in life, a child substitutes eating to compensate for being 
emotionally siarved. Or some do, at any rate. 


Actually, not very many cases of obesity are the result 
of glandular disturbances, but in this particular case one 
can’t help but wonder whether a child with ‘‘very little 
interest in life’’ may not, at least, have some thyroid 
deficiency. In such a case (after proper and not-very-difficult 
metabolism tests) it may turn out that modest use of thyroid 
extract can do wonders in encouraging normally brisk 
interest and activity. 


I do not mean that this will solve the entire prob- 
lem. She will have to learn or re-learn normal eating 
habits, but as she begins to see progress, she may 
very well become much interested in keeping the 
improvement going. 


(Side question: What about thé whole family’s eating 
habits? Are they all overly-hearty eaters, and hence too 
plump? It’s neither fair nor reasonable to expect a child 


with a weight problem to eat sparingly if everybody else at 


the table eats too richly and too heartily.) 
And one more question, not aimed at the young folks: 


“Are reducing pills and appetite curbers the same thing?” | 


Yes. There can be (and are) some differences in drugs 


used for this purpose, but they all sum up to the same thing. |- 


The drugs to ‘‘curb the appetite’ decrease the desire for food 
because the body is—for the time being—burning up its 
accumulated reserves of fat. Hence the body’s urge for more 
food is short-circuited. 

Some people are more sensitive to such éreas than others, 
so some can stand them longer. But such medications don’t do 
a solitary thing toward training your appetite. Sooner or 
later the drugs will take a toll in nerves ahd possibly other- 
wise, without taking you a single step closer to the basic goal 
of learning to eat only what you need.

IS THERE ANY CONNECTION between hardening of the 
arteries and palpitation of the heart?

There can be. But it’s a lot more profitable to 
your health to leok for other causes—tobacco, coffee, 
menopause, anxiety, thyroid disease.
